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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election of Invention I, claims 1-9 in the reply filed on July 19, 2004 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because the type of jet blast phenomena (e.g., heat, wind velocity, 
etc.) is not specified. Appropriate correction is required. Because the type of phenomena is not 
specified, the recitation has not been further treated. 

Claim 6 is objected to because the type of strength (e.g., compressive, tensile, shear, etc.) 
is not specified. Appropriate correction is required. Because the type of strength is not 
specified, the recitation has not been further treated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by King 
(U.S. Patent 5,002,620). 

King discloses a unit having a block of compressible material (14), a frangible material 
(62) positioned there on, and an intermediate material (16) positioned there between. The 
frangible material may be positioned on a outer (i.e., top) surface. Because the blocks may be 
positioned in any manner in a given application, orientation (i.e., top) has not been given 
patentable weight. 

Regarding claim 6, if the block was placed on very hard ground, claim limitations would 

be met. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over King, 
as applied above. 

Regarding claim 4, the frangible material has a thickness of less than l A inch. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
used a thickness not exceeding l A inch for the intermediate material in order to suit a particular 
application. Note that dimensions are not a patentably distinguishing characteristic in the 
instance. 
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Regarding claims 8 and 9, the units of King could be positioned in any manner desired. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to have positioned the units of King as claimed in order to suit a particular application.
